Miceli tackles tenth term

Rep. Jim Miceli is not about to 
rest on his laurels after’ what he 
called "a good year" in 1994, 
Even as he is being sworn in 
Wednesday morning to his tenth

Each year the Internal Revenue 
Service slides the bracket bases 
up, raising the levels at which tax 
rates and phaseout of exemptions 
and deductions take effect. 
Personal exemptions and standard 
deductions get a boost, too. These 
changes for 1995 are for next 
year's return. 

Married taxpayers will pay 15 
percent on the first $39,000 of 
taxable income, plus 28 percent of 
income to $94,250. The 31 
percent marginal rate kicks in 
then on income up to $143,600. 
After that, the marginal rate is 36 
percent up to $256,500, then 39.6 
percent. For singles, the bracket 
trigger points are $23,350, 
$56,550, $117,950 and $256,500.

Stand” on my night table. If any- thing will bring on insomnia, one of Mr. 
Stephen King’s book can. : ; 

The way I see it, Stephen King is a very sick man, but he uses it 
well. Only a few lucky people get to put such a potential disability to 
good use, and Stephen King is one. ; 

The premise of “The Stand” is simple, yet hideous. A government 
lab modifies a simple flu virus into something terribly contagious and 98 
percent fatal, and, naturally, the bug escapes into the population. 

The story opens with a terrified military security guard grabbing 
his family and fleeing an accident at the lab, and they all die a horrible 
plague death, while spreading the disease. The airborne virus spreads 
like wildfire, until the whole world is infected. Entire cities are wiped out 
— good Stephen King stuff. 

King wisely chose a virus for his villain, and there is a good reason. 

Diseases are caused by a number of things. There are bacteria and 
fungus, which are living creatures, and viruses, which are not. 

Technically speaking, a virus isn’t alive, but that doesn’t stop it 
from being an incredibly complex piece of work. A virus is nothing 
more than a twist of DNA, ina protein shell, with no nucleus or any of 
the other cell components that allow it to live independently. A virus can 
only live inside another cell, unlike the other disease-causing agents. 

We have. antibiotics that can take out most bacteria, or more 

+ accurately to bolster the body’s defenses, but a virus isn’t stopped so 
easily. The only way to stop a virus is to innoculate all potential victims 
with an antigen, so that the body’s defenses can identify the invaders 
early, and wipe them out. Still, vaccines don’t always work, and it can 
be very difficult to come up with a vaccine at all (witness HIV). 

Viruses reproduce by invading a cell, taking over the DNA in the 
nucleus of the cell, then causing the cell to produce more viruses that 
spread and repeat the process. Talk about horror. Your own cells are 
turned against you 

Worse, viruses mutate into new strains. The virus in ‘The Stand” 
mutates quickly, before-the body can start up a defense. Once the 
immune system is attuned to the protein shell of King’s virus, the bug 
changes to a different form and the body has to start all over again. 
Before the body can mount a decent offensive, the virus has won and the 
victim dies, in a horrible way 

Influenza (the “flu”) is one form of virus, and a new strain appears 
almost every year. Health officials hold their breath every year, to see 
how nasty the new flu strain will be. If youdon’t think the flu is a serious 
health problem, read about the strain that struck during World War L. 
The death toll ran into the millions! Oh, yes it did! 

Another well-known virus is the common cold, which really isn’t 
all that common. There are dozens of strains of the common cold, so you 
will develop an immunity after the disease runs it’s course, but you'll 

simply latch onto a new strain next winter, and so it goes. Every winter 
you catch cold, and no two colds are the same. Amazing. 

Ortake-the rabies virus, a strain of which is now ravishing raccoon 
populations in the eastern states. Rabies, known since ancient times, 
does amazing things to its victims, turning them into walking hypoder- 
mic needles to spread the rabies virus to fresh victims. 

And I'd need an entire newspaper to write what has been learned 
about the HIV virus, and another full newspaper to print what isn't 
known. e 

Keep in mind, these little things aren't even alive, technically. 
They are just tiny twists of DNA, unable to support themselves alone. 

The virus in Stephen King's book was altered by man, asa warfare 
agent, but the concept of a new’and devastating virus popping up is an 
ongoing risk, .atall times. 

Next year, next month, or next week, a fresh mutation of influenza 

__virus could appear that will repeat the death toll of the early 1900s, or 
bring Stephen King’s awful vision of a dispopulated world to reality. 

So don’t worry about that sniffle that started this momning. Just take 
plenty of fluids, rest, and don’t read “The Stand” in bed tonight unless 
you don’t mind staying awake. until the wee hours, terrified to sniffle.

Consumers often hear that credit 
card interest rates or the price they 
pay for an item reflects a portion of 
delinquent payments other 
consumers fail to make.

often recommend a workable 
payment plan to maintain a positive 
cash flow. When this does not work, 
other measures are taken by the 
RMED. 

As a last resort, the RMLD 
followed the Department of Public 
Utilities direction to secure payment 
by placing a lien on real estate 
owned by the delinquent customer. 
The RMLD, like 41 other municipal 
utilities, uses Massachusetts Statute 
164, Section 58, B-F, to ensure 
payment in the event the real estate 
holdings are sold. 

Three of the four communities in 
the RMLD's service territory 


(Reading, North Reading and 
Lynnfield) participate in the 
policies outlined in the statute. The 
Town of Wilmington’ and the 
RMLD are working on a solution to 
their differences and are 
considering litigation to determine 
the validity and applicability of the 
existing municipal lien statute, as 
well as feasibility of a new 
legislative solution through the 
Massachusetts Legislature. The 
RMLD hopes to find a solution 
which is less costly than new 
legislation, takes less time and will 
result in a quick and valid 
conclusion.

Normally if a coach:thinks the referee is doing a bad job the 
official Would hear the classic lines of "Here, do you want my 
glasses? - You'll need them more than I will." Or, "How did you 
become a ref from a Cracker Jack box," or even my favorite from 
‘one of my former coaches, "Come on Zebra. What kind of call was 
that?" All of those classics are not taunting but simply voicing your 
opinion. ‘They are stating their feelings on the game - not personal 
feelings, 

Do ae mean to tell me that a coach can't yell and show his 
emotions over a questionable call with three seconds remaining in a 
tied ball game? Oh yeah, with this new rule this is what he or she 
can say: "Excuse me, sir. I was wondering, well thinking, that 
maybe whenever you get a chance, and I mean if you don't have a 
chahce don't go out of your way, that we could have a nice little 
chat over (as Bill Parcelis says) hot chocolate and marshmallows. I 
know you were in perfect position to make that call but from my 
angle, which is to say nothing against your officiating, I felt I was in 
a better angle to see that their player came in and elbowed my 
player and I can't seem to get my brain to agree with that wonderful 
one of yours that my player was the agressor here. I know you are 
one of the best officials around and my opinion is not that high on 
your list right now, but sir, I really thought you made a boo-boo 
there. I'm not sure though.” . : ; 

Someone please get me a trash can, I think I'm going to be sick. 
That's exactly what it is going to come down to. Sure, a coach 
shouldn't blow up and curse the official up and down in front of 
little children, but how come a coach can't say "How can you call 
that - you were no where near the play?" Now is that taunting? I 
don't think so. 

I'm not trying to make a big fuss out of the officials’ jobs again. 
What I am trying t6 say is what ever happened to technical fouls? 
Do they exist? If a coach acts up he gets a few technicals and he or 
she is gone. Simple. And the M.I.A.A. should rearrange the 
wording on spectators - those who deserve it should get one 
warming and then gone. But, if a spectator laughs because one 
player who is diving for a loose ball falls and trips over the rope, 
that's taunting according to the M.I.A.A. The spectator is laughing, 
which in their mind is embarrassing to the athlete and therefore that 
is called taunting. No, that is humor - that is bloopers and not 
taunting. 

With basketball having the technical fouls as being the heave-ho to 
coaches and players what about an idea that I stole for other 
coaches. In Youth Hockey, if a coach is blowing his or her top then 
if the referee feels that the coach is going overboard then the coach 
gets a "zero tolerance" call which in hockey, is a penalty. And 
usually the only way the coach blows up is when a penalty is called 
on his or her team and the coach doesn't agree with that call. 
Therefore the "zero tolerance" call results in two penalties. And in 
high school hockey action, it's not a good idea to give a team a free 
5-3 powerplay. And if a coach gets four of those in Youth Hockey 
he or she gets the boot. If that kind of a rule is enforced by the 
M.LA.A, in every event: hockey, basketball, field hockey and even 
track, then that would be understandable. 

After all of this slamming, I do, like I previously said, like the 
tule in some ways. I like the fact that the idiot that sits behind you, 
who is constantly yelling official is overweight and should 
go to Jenny Craig, should get the "You're outta here" sign. Or if 
the athlete fumbles on the one yard line and the spectator keeps 
yelling that he or she has butterfingers then that spectator should be 
shown the exit sign.

Their bodies may be deficient 
in the ability to resist a virus 
which quickly develops its own 
immunities to the “alphabet 
soup” of drugs used to fight it. 
But in 1995, Michael and Gary 
are action heroes in the battle 
against AIDS. They dispel 
myths and spell out prevention. 
It’s important, they say, to dis- 
tinguish between HIV and AIDS. 

“People don’t die from 
AIDS,” says Gary. “They die 
from complications of HIV that 
attack the immune system. If 
you've got an HIV infection, 
eventually, not automatically, it 
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will become AIDS. A certain 
percentage of people, after 16, 18 
years, have not yet developed 
AIDS and scientists are begin- 
ning to turn their attention to 
that. I once actually heard a 
doctor use the term ‘advanced 
HIV disease’ instead of AIDS.” 
“I'm considered right now a 
‘long-term, non-progresser,;’ 
whatever that means,” says 
Michael. “The disease doesn’t 
seem to be doing anything to 
me, and I’ve been infected for at 
least seven years - I don’t know 
how long before that but the 
probability is at least a couple

of years, knowing my own 
behavior.” 

In facts, figures and faces, 
Michael and Gary bring to their 
audiences the current status of 
and statistics about HIV and 
AIDS. You have to do some real- 
ly specific things, they say, to 
contract HIV, which is transmit- 
ted through body fluids across 
mucous membranes - blood, 
semen, vaginal fluid, breast 
milk; and through any kind of 
needle sharing - intravenous 
drugs, steroids, body and ear 
piercing, tatooing.

‘in’ crowd’ 


“You came into our class- 
rooms to let us experience first- 
hand what it was like to be blind 
and deaf, asthmatic and diabet- 
ic,” says Sean Daly, Reading 
High Class of ‘94, capturing the 
essence of Understanding 
Handicaps-Reading at its 10th 
anniversary celebration. “I was 
a bit apprehensive and I didn’t 
know how you were going to do 
this. Perhaps you were going to 
feed us too much sugar or force 
us to stare at the sun for too 
long.... 

“I can still remember 
explaining to my grandmother 
who had been visiting us while 
my parents were away that my 
day at school wasn’t spent 
behind a desk - rather I had 
eaten jello and Cheerios with 
my hands taped together. 

“There was never a feeling of 
pity for a person with a disabili- 
ty - never pity, just understand- 
ing. It is here that the phrase 
‘we are all the same inside’ real- 
ly. defines itself. If you say it, 
you feel like Mr. Rogers, which 
isn’t necessarily a bad thing 
because it’s true, 

“We are all the same. We all 
have the same feelings and 
needs, the need to fit in and the 
fear of being pointed out. But 
even if a child doesn’t know 
what insulin does or doesn’t 
know a ‘grand mal’ from the 
Grand Canyon, Understanding 
Handicaps is a program that 
makes a winner out of someone 
who might have felt like a loser. 

“I can remember hearing 
that someone was going to come 
speak to us about asthma; and, 
feeling like I was the only one

“In most of the world, HIV is 
a heterosexual disease,” says 
Gary. “In-this-eountry, it’s a 
homosexual disease primarily, 
but the largest groups. at risk 
right now are women in monog- 
amous relationships whose part- 
ners are messing around. The 
proportion is rising in the teen 
and young adult population. It 
seems like it’s not a lot now, 
maybe three percent of all new 
cases - but four years ago, it 
was only one percent.” 

“How do you protect yourself 
from becoming infected?” says 
Michael. “Abstinence or barrier 
protection, clean needles. In the 
city, Boston, Cambridge, Lowell, 
needle exchange programs 
mean less chance the infected 
will share needles. So far, about 
25 percent of the people who use 
the needle exchange service get 
substance abuse treatment also, 
so it’s doing what it set out to 
do.” 

AIDS is preventable but no 
one is immune. “The only quali- 
fications you need to have HIV 
are to be alive and human,” says 
Gary. “It doesn’t matter about 
male or female, race, sexual 
orientation or lifestyle.” 

“The biggest myth I’ve 
encountered?” says Michael. 
“The one people ask me about at 
almost every presentation is 
about mosquitoes transmitting 
AIDS, or dentists. And while 
there have been a few cases of 
that, if dentists are following 
American Dental Association 
guidelines, there’s not a prob- 
lem. The other myth is hetero- 
sexuals who say ‘I’m not in the 
high risk group so I have noth- 
ing to worry about.” 

“The most common miscon- 
ception?” says Gary. “My imme- 
diate answer is it probably 
depends where in the country 
you live but if I look at myself 
for the answer, I'd say the most 
common misconception 
because I think, on a lot of lev- 
els, people put this on a moral 
basis - is ‘it won’t happen to 


Not a whisper among the 
hundreds of students in the lec- 
ture, hall,or-the dozen in the 
classroom. Not a word among 
the people in recovery or the 
assembled prisoners. Michael 
and Gary tell killer stories, and 
they get personal. “There are no 
stupid questions,” says Gary. 
“The only bad questions are the 
ones you don’t ask.” 

“I take AZT and DDC which 
are two anti-retro-virals,” says 
Michael. “The combination is 
supposed to be better than one 
by itself. And I’m about to start 
taking SBV30 in a.study with 
about 100 people across the 
United States. It’s made from 
evergreen trees, was discovered 
in Sweden, and seems to boost 
the immune system. They don’t 
know how or why so I'll be a 
guinea pig once again. I was a 
guinea pig for AZT and AZT- 
DDC, and now we're adding one 
more thing ... After about 4 
o'clock today, I’ll find out how 
I'm doing. 

“I always thought people 
older than me - or younger - got 
AIDS,” he continues. “I was in _ 
my 20s-and_I figured, well, its 
those guys who are out having a 
different date every night or 
every weekend or it’s those 
older guys - and that’s not me. I 
always thought everybody was 
having more sex than I was. One 
of my friends describes promis- 
cuity as ‘anybody who is having 
more sex than you are’ But it’s 
not a matter of how many sex. 
-partners you have. It’s really a 
matter of ‘coming into « contact 
with an infected person.” 

“T've been in the hospital four 


times,” says Gary, who has had 
skin problems, rashes, fungal 
infections, pneumonia, a biopsy 
which left him with a missing 
toe, and a recurring gastro- 
intestinal infection which makes 
him feel as if he’s “chained to a 
toilet.” 

“And I know,” he continues, 
“that had I had these infections 
10 years ago when I first tested 
positive, I wouldn’t be here 
today ... I was a walking skele- 
ton a year and a half ago, so we 
had to put an intravenous 
catheter in my chest to take 
medication and nutrition, and 
that became infected and at one 
point last fall, 1 had a tempera-- 
ture of 107.6 which is almost a 
Beth Israel Hospital record ... 
This can be a manageable ill- 
ness over time but it takes a lot. 
There are days when I get up 
and all I do is call people on the 
phone and go to doctors’ 
appointments and schedule 
other doctors’ appointments and 
my whole life is dealing with 
this. I've had to quit my job, I'm 
paying two-thirds of my social 
security for a rent-controlled 
apartment and I’m really scared 
about that. 

“People should be aware of 
these things. I’m afraid people 
will see that ‘well, I can live 30 
or 40 years with this. Fine. It’s 
better than dying next week. 
But in-30 or 40 years, what is the 
quality of that life going to be? 

I really thought last 
Christmas was going to be my 
last. But I’ve got some extra 
time and I don’t worry too much 
about it. I enjoy life now and yet 
in the past month, four or five 
people I know have died of 
AIDS-HIV. And I lost track of 
how many others. I stopped 
counting after 50. So many peo- 
ple I-know have died. That, can 
sometimes be the worst part, 
wondering when it’s: going to 
stop. We're in this for the long 
haul, and society has to be 
aware of what’s going on. The 
most important part of this is to 
talk about prevention.” 

Michael and Gary are status 
symbols for the ‘90s. They nei; 
ther sought this status*nor are 
content with it. Instead, expos+ 
ing themselves to the viruses 
present in any audience and 
putting themselves at risk, they 
choose to be on the front lines. 

“If you have put yourself at 
risk for HIV by having unpro- 
tected sex or sharing needles, 
get yourself tested,” says 
Michael. “Two months ago, a 
man walked into my office for 
our initial HIV counseling ses- 
sion. I’m going to see him today. 
He's now paralyzed on his right 
side, He can’t move. He’s lost 30 

. And the real reason for. 
this is he didn’t get tested. He 
didn’t find out what his HIV sta- 
tus was and he didn’t get any of 
the preventative treatments 
available now because he was 
afraid to know ... but most 
important: why put yourself in 
this position in the first place?” 

“Once you have contracted 
the virus, the really dangerous. 
thing is the period of maybe six 
weeks to three months when if. 
doesn’t show up in your blood,”: 
says Gary. “Some of the newest 
information indicates HIV does’ 
the worst damage to the body 
during that time. Even though 
people are not getting sick, it’s’ 
completely dismantling their 
ability to fight diseases. ° 

“The most important thing’ 
you can do is act as if 
else out there is HIV-positive 


__and you're negative and you 


want to stay that way. Protect” 
yourself on that basis. You as an 
individual are worth that.” 3

Albert Einstein as a match- 
maker? 

You won’t be far from the 
mark if you think this is a goofy 
‘premise for a movie. But thanks 
to several solid performances 
and some clever dialogue, the 
lightweight plot and all-too-con- 
venient ending don’t get in the 
way of a perfectly enjoyable 
romantic romp. 

Meg Ryan is Einstein’s 
brainy niece who happens into a 
garage with her fiancee when 
their fancy European car starts 
to make unhealthy noises. 
Checking under her hood is 
grease monkey Tim Robbins 
who takes one look at Ryan and 
feels the earth move. 

The problem between these 
two are all those nasty class dis- 
tinctions that are not supposed 
to exist in this country. He’s a 
blue collar worker with no plans 
to be anything else. She’s a 
mathematician engaged to an 

academic, played with arch self- 
involvement by Stephen Fry. 

Needless to say, the academic 


is all wrong for Ryan. She has 
so little self-confidence that she 
believes her fiancee when he 
tells her to “stop babbling,” and 
that she'll be most content as a 
happy little homemaker. Uncle 
Albert and the smitten Robbins 
have different plans. 

Matthau and his Greek cho- 
Tus of egghead buddies go to 
extremes while playing at 
matchmaker. At first their 


efforts, and constant banter, is 
both funny and endearng. The 
script goes too far, however, and 
director Fred Schepisi fails to 
réign in all the elements leading 
to an over-the-top ending. 

Matthau is a delight as the 
irascible genius who wants to 
teach his niece to listen to her 
heart. Ryan is both sunny and 
sad as the woman buying into 
the cliches of her generation, 
even though she knows better. 

Best of all is Robbins, who is 
clever and bright-eyed and sim- 
ply lights up the screen with his 
smile. Robbins easily slides into 
the nice-guy mold and you never 
doubt his love for the mathe- 
matician - it’s all over his face 
every time he looks at her. 

Even if Schepisi can’t keep 
the film from spilling over with 
silliness, he ensured that it
